Mr. MacBain worked diligent- 
ly for the construction of the Sky- 
line boulevard and also the Dumbar- 
on bridge, which.he thought would 
ie of great material assistance in 
helping to build up the county. 

A life-long Republican, Mr. Mac- 
Bain assisted his party in organizing 
for the control of county affairs in 
the days before the primary system 
abolished party lines. 

Mr. MacBain was first elected to 
the board of supervisors'in 1904 and 
with the exception of one term of 
four years, between 1908 and 1912, 
he has served continuously. In 1919 
he was elected chairman of the board 
to which position he was succeeded in 
1921 by C. V. Thompson. In January 
1925, when the board was again re- 
erganized, Mr. MacBain was chosen 
ag chairman, at which time, realizing 
that his days on earth were numbered, 
he shed tears of gratitude that his 
colleagues should thus honor him. 

MacBain was born in Picto county, 
Nova Scotia, October 8, 1849. He 
became a carpenter by trade and 
efter working in several eastern cities, 
came to California in 1874 and in
